.\s long as this industry is in the hands of {irivatc indiviihials, 
this can never be otherwise. They run it for )ir^t and mit for the 
benefit of the people.

But the packers are right when they point out that they arc ho/ 
tlx only ones who are poisoning the people tcholesale. Nearly all the 
manufacturers of food stuffs in this country are on the same level. 

.A little over three weeks ago when the pore food bill was up in the 
House of Representatives at Washington, the -ihaimtan of t'x cotn- 
miitee which had the bill in charge exhibited heo tables full of adult¬ 
erated food stuffs. 

He showed fine red brandy cherries which were originally green, 
tlifii u'hitcned by the use of sharp acids and then cukir^ a l^utiful 
red with aniline. Then he produced a piece of flannel which he liad 
dyed red with the juice from these cherries. 

He exhibited sixteen different bottles of ohve oil. onlv one of 
which contained real oil, and that was cottonseed oil. AH the other 
bottles held all sorts of mixtures. Two of them even contained com- 
iiHm machine oil, the cokir pf which had been clunked by chemicals 
so that it could be sold as “importecl" olive oil. 

He disubyed honev in nice bottles. In most of these there was 
even a dead bee embedded, which had gotten theie l y mistake. Ahd a 
Kirry mistake it was, since every one of these Ixttxs contained pure 
glucose. 

These are a few examples of the aduIteratk.Hi of the canned 
goods. Rut the adulteration in flour is ahnost as bad. Flour is 
adulterated in all kinds of ways, besides the fact that all sorts of bugs 
and worms are ground up, so that the business man should lose no 
money. Sonx of the best advertised breakfast foods arc made up 
with sawdust—“Force,” Sunny Jim’s fowl, is made from com cohs— 
and many oatmeals have weevils ground- :ip in thetn. 

So even the cause of the vegetarian Is almost hopeless as tong as 
the food stuffs of the nation are the means of private profit and priv¬ 
ate sixculation.

T * > rightly undcrsiaiul the present conditions and difficulties of 
the Gemtai’ trades unions, a brief review of jheir rise and dc- 
veli'pmcnt s necessary. 

The^i e of Geriiun trades uniunisin dirfers essentially 
from the rise of ^giish unionism. The Unglif't union movement 
arose from the class struggle of the English workingmen with the cm- 
I plovers. .Vo poHtidl jiarty stood by jts cradle, served .'is its nurse and 
liHik it under its prolivtion.

riie labor inoveiiiem. which was born in (iermany in the revohi- 
lionary |XTiod, met an early death, before it had conic to vears of un¬ 
derstanding. It camy 10 its end through the reaction which liegun in 
the second half of the year 1H49 and lasted till the eml of 1850. The 
decree <if the Bundestag at Frankfort .(the reprcsenlatioii of the gov¬ 
ernments united in tlx 1'leniian Bund ( was therefore alnin.st sui>ortlu- 
ous. This deciee pi uJed ilut workingmen's societies, and csjiccially 
those with Socialist:.- .jr comnumistic tendencies, should be forbid¬ 
den once and forceer. a decree which aiitieipatcil the later anli-So- 
cialisi law. But when, at the clo.se of the fifties, the (xilitical stag¬ 
nation canx- to an enil, when tlic miildlc class resntned its political ae- 
,tivity. and formed the Vatkmal Union as. its organization, tlic work¬ 
ing class also began to start into life.

There yvcrc. however, other nirmhers in the association who 
follow-cd Fiitz.sche's example anil aideci the trades union movement 
with all their powers. Among these were l.nehkert of Berlin, who 
started the German carpenters' union in 1867. and .SctuiO 01 Kbcin 
who organized the tieniian tailors' union. 

Hitt the majorilv of the associalinn was opiiosed to the trades 
union liioveincnt. They held strictly- to l-assalle's program that only 
the jKilitieal iiKncmeiit could improve the condition of the working 
class. I’lsf they looked iiihui as |iallintive measures and a 

ilivision of strength. Therefore they rejected the proposal for a gen¬ 
eral convention of the .Assix'iation in the summer of t 808 for the pur- 
[Misc of organizing strikes. - On the other hand they approved the ac¬ 
tion of Fritzsche and .80101 citzer. the president of the .Association, who, 
ill their cajiaeity of memliers of the Reichstag had called a universal 
tierm.m w-orkingnian's congress at Berlin. At this congress a L'ni- 
vcr,sal AN'orking (.lass Union was foniieil. w hich by its leadership anil 
organization w-as a ile|KMiilcncy of the Universal German AV'orking- 
men's .Association. 

Thc*examplc of h'ritzsche and Schweitzer was soon followed. At 
the very time w hen they were starling the alxive-incntioned trades un¬ 
ion feileration.

duction; and to this is due the 
present division of society into two 
distinct classes; and from it has 
sprung m.' the miseries, inharmonies 
arid contra 'ctions of our civiliza¬ 
tion. 

Between these two classes there 
can be no possible compromise or 
identity of interest, any more than 
there can be peace in the midst 
of war, or light in the midst of 
darkness. A society based upon 
this class division carries in itself 
the seeds of its own destruction. 
Such a society is founded on funda¬ 
mental injusUce. There can be no 
possible Insis for social peace, for 
individual freedom, for mental har¬ 
mony, except in *he conscious and 
complete triumph of the working 
class as the only class that lias the 
right or power to be. 

IV. 

The Sociafl-Democratic program 
is not a tlicory imposed upon so¬ 
ciety for its acceptance or rejection. 
It is but the interpretatiun of what 
is, sooner or later, inevnahle. Capi¬ 
talism is already struggling to its 
destruction. It is no longer com¬ 
petent to organize or athninister the 
work of the world or even to pre¬ 
serve itself. The captains of in- 
dost^ are appalled at their own 
inability to control or direct the 
rapidly socializing forces of in¬ 
dustry. The so-called trust is but 
a sign and form of this developing 
socialization of the word's work. 
The universal increase of the un¬ 
certainty of employment, the uni¬ 
versal capitalist determination to 
break down, the unity of labor in 
the trades unions, the widespread 
apprehensions of impending change, 
revea! that the constitutions of capi¬ 
talist society arc massing under the 
power of inb' ■ forces that will 
soon destroy i. j. 

Into the midst of this strain and 
crises of civilization, the Social- 
Democratic movement comes as 
the only saving or conservative 
force. If the world is to be saved 
from chaos, from universal disorder 
^d misery, it must be by the un¬ 
ion of the workers of all nations in 
the Socul-Democratic movemenL 
The Social-Democratic party comes 
with the only proposition or pro¬ 
gram for imeihgently and deliber¬ 
ately organizing the nation for the 
common good of all its citizens. It 
is the first time that tbe mind of 
man has ever been directed toward 
the conscious organization of so- 
ciety. 

Social-Democracy means that aU 
those things upon which the people 
in common depend shall by the 
people in common be owned and 
administered. It means that the 
tools of employment shall belong 
to their creators and users; that aU 
production slull be for the direct 
use of the producers; that the mstk- 
tng of goods for profit shall come 
to an end; that we shall all be work¬ 
ers together, and that opportunities 
shall be open and «]ual to all men. 

V. 

To that end that the workers may 
seize every possible advantage tl^M 


may strengthen them to gain com> 
plete control of the powers of gov¬ 
ernment and therw the soonezi 
establish the co-opmtive conunon- 
weath, the Social-Democratic party 
pledges itself to watch and work 
in both the economic and political 
struggle for each successive im¬ 
mediate interest 6f the working 
class, for shortened days of labor 
and increases of wages; for the 
insurance of the workers against 
accident, sickness and lack ot em¬ 
ployment; for petmons for aged and 
exhausted workers- for the public 
ownership of the means of trans¬ 
portation. communication and ex¬ 
change; for the graduated taxation 
of income,' mheritance, and of 
franchise and land values, the pro¬ 
ceeds to be-applied to the public 
employment and bettering the con¬ 
ditions of the worker’s children 
and their freedom from the work¬ 
shop; for the equal suffrage of 
men and ^vomen; for the preven¬ 
tion of the use of the millitary 
against labor in the settlement of 
strikes ; for the free administration 
of justice; for popular government, 
includii^ initiative, referendum, 
prc^rtional representation, and the 
recall of officers by their constitu- 
ants; and for every gain or ad- 
vant^e for the workers that may 
be wrested from the capitalist sys¬ 
tem, and that may relieve the suf¬ 
fering and strengthen the hands 
of labor. XVe lay upon every man 
elected to any executive or legisla¬ 
tive oflke the first duty.olstnving 
to procure whatever is for 
workers’ most immediate interest, , 
and for whatever will lessen the 
economic and political powers of 
the capitalist and increase the like 
powers of tbe workers. 

But, in so doing, we are using 
these remedial measures as means 
to the one great end ol the co-op¬ 
erative commonwealth. Such meas¬ 
ures of relief as we may be able 
to force from capitalism are but a 
preparation of tbe workers to seize 
^e whole powers of government, 
in order that they may thereby lay 
hold of the whole system of in¬ 
dustry, and thus come into their 
rightful inheritance. 

To this end we pledge ourselves, 
as the party of the working dass, 
to use all political power, as fast 
as it shall be entrusted to us by 
our fellow-workers, both for their 
tfltimatc and complete emancipa¬ 
tion. To this end we appeal to all 
the workers of America and to all 
who will lend their lives to the ser¬ 
vice of the workers in their struggle 
to gain their own, and to all who 
will nobly and disinterestedly give 
their days and energies unto the 
worker?’ cause, to cast their lot and 
faith with the Social-Democratic 
party. Our appeal, for the trust 
and suffrages 01 our fellow workers 
is at once an appeal for the common 
good and f re ed ^i , and for the free¬ 
dom and blossoming of our common 
humanity. In phmging ourselves 
and tliose which we prrseiU to be 
faithful to the appeal wMch we 
make, we believe tlut we are but 
preparing the soil of the economic 
freedom of the whole man.

I ho International .Association 01 
lailwr legislation Jins been organ¬ 
ized in New York.

Prof. Richard T. Ely, I'nivcrsity 
of Wisconsin; Prof. Henry W. I'ur- 
iiaiii.

The l.ondoii (Ktig.) |>riiiters 
i iravc secured a ticcision from liie 
Court ol last ap)icai, which slates 
that picketing is legal, and that no 
damages can Iw colicctetl by the em¬ 
ployer.
